L. Several hundred unemployed Bolivian miners who vere discharged recently at 
Catavi are now living in nearby Llallagua and Oruro. Many of them are Inbor 
agitators who participated in the recent violence at Catavi. They constitute 
a potential danger, and renewed violence is a distinet possibility as they 
are willing to cooperate with the Movimiento Nacionalista Revolucionario (?0R) 
and the Partide Obrero Revolucionario (POR). An atmosphere of unrest prevails 
at Catavi.
